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Clinton vs. Trump: Who will win on Nov. 8? 



Students say which issues determine how they will vote

Polir icaJ analysts often say that 
economic issues ultimately determine 
who wins the U. S. presidential nice. 

When Thr Pmcr asked students die 
issues upon which they’re making 
their choices for president, however, 
economic issues did not lead the way. 

Many students listed social issues, 
such as abortion, female reproductive 
rights, social justice, minority issue?, 
rind LGBT rights. 

“1 don't drink die government 
should be able to decide what a 
woman should do with her body,” said 


Savannah Ducker, a senior Mechanical 
Engineering major. 

Some students said they were most 
concerned about the Supreme Court 
justice who could be nominated by the 
nest president because, they said, they 
are concerned most about die people 
who can set laws for everyone, 

“We will have the Supreme Court 
justice that tliat either Donald or 
Hillary picks for decades to come," said 
Alex Joyner, a junior Political Science 
maj or. 

Two of the students polled specifically 
mentioned issues that affect veterans 
as well as people currently serving in 


the military, and four mentioned jobs 
and/or education issue?, a? being most 
important. 

“We need more jobs here," said Jessica 
Wrigh t, a senior Accounting major. 

Gun control, defense and security 
issues also featured prominendy 
in answers from male and female 
students, as did the issues of trust and 
qualifications for the job. 

“I’m ultimately worried about 
tlse leadership of this country,” suiJ 
Ben Walker, a senior Mechanical 
Engineering major. 

One student cited corruptness as die 
basis for voting, while more than one 


said diis election was about choosing 
“the lesser of two evils.” 

Immigration also was mentioned. 

“I think people come here for a 
better chance in life and try to do what 
everyone else is doing and provide 
Ibr their family,” said Kelsey White, a 
senior Health and Human Performance 
major. 

While the impromptu poll was by 
no means a random, scientific effort, 
Piiter staff and w r iters attempted to get 
views that crossed racial gender acid 
age lines, asking both traditional and 
non traditional students the question on 
issues.

Presidential election will have far-reaching consequences 


N& muter which candidate 
wine chk year's presidential 
election, the campaign's 
effects will be felt for some 
time to come. 

The race between 
Democr a tic candi da te Hillary 
Clinton and Republican 
candidate Donald Trump 
has been the most volatile 
in recent memory and may 
redefine the campaign 
process in the coming years. 
This election has been largely 
regarded as a battle between 
the “political establishment" 
and the “political outsiders." 
as seen during both party’s 
primary elections. 

For the Republicans, 
Trump was able to defeat his 


more established opponents, 
including Marco Rubio 
aod Ted" Cruz. Meanwhile, 
Clinton faced a substantial 
challenge trom Bernie 
Sanders in many states during 
the Democratic primaries. 
With both candidates 
fighting against historic 
disapproval ratings. the 
result on Nov. 8 will likely be 
contentious, regardless of the 
eventual victor. 

In addition, the increased 
presence ol social media 
may have played a greater 
role than in previous 
elections. Both candidates 
have launched substantive 
efforts to use platforms such 
as Twitter and Facebook to 


promote their campaigns. 
Supporters of each candidate 
have also become more 
outspoken on their political 
beliefs than in past elections. 
With more and more people 
making their voice heard 
over the internet, future 
candidates will have to know 
how to use these platforms 
to their fullest. 

This election cycle has 
also seen a greater amount 
of support for third-party 
candidates titan ever before. 
Libertarian Party candidate 
Gary Johnson and Green 
Party candidate Till Stein, 
bo tit of whom have significant 
followings in their own right, 
top the list of the non-major 


pant roster. There also exists 
the ever-present “write- 
in” option, where voters 
can cast their ballots for 
candidates not listed on the 
official ballot. With a greater 
variety of options, future 
candidates will need to find 
ways to expand their base 
and unify their supporters to 
avoid losing votes to smaller 
parties. 

Whichever candidate you 
support. The Pacer urges you 
to cast your vote. Early voting 
in Tennessee ends Nov. 3, 
and Election Day is Nov. 8. 
Voting is an important part 
of the democratic process, so 
do not miss this opportunity 
to make your choice.

Various Republican lawmakers 
have abandoned support for 
Donald Trump's presidential 
campaign following a 2005 
videotape showing Trump 
making lewd comments toward 
women. 

Fellow GOP politicians, 
including vice presidential 
nominee Mike Pence and House 
Speaker Paul Ryan,have said that 
they do not condone Trump's

Many Republican 
lawmakers have called for Trump 
to withdraw from the race for the 
presidency immediately after die 
tape was released. Trump denies 
that the comments should be 
considered sexual assault. 

Pence, also governor of 
Indiana, said that lie is willing 
to remain committed as the vice 
presidential nominee despite his 
stated disapproval of Trump's 
comments. However, though 
Ri an said he no longer wishes 
to defend Trump, he lias not 
withdrawn his endorsement for 
Trump. 

“Ryan hinted iliai lie may 


think die presidential race is 
out of reach for Trump, telling 
lawmakers on a call that he 
wants to ensure Democrat 
Hillary Clinton does not get a 
blank cheek with Congress,” said 
CNBC reporter Jacob Pramuk. 

Tf Trump [or any candidate) 
committed a major crime, 
he could still legally run for 
president,” said MSN reporter 
Rebecca Harrington. “There’s 
nothing in the constitution 
banning alleged felons from 
running for office. Socialist 
presidential candidate Eugene 
V. Debs even received 1 
million votes frnm behind 


bars in 1920.”

Roth presidential candidates are 
facing scrutiny regarding their respective 
stances on foreign policy 

With Russian President Vladimir 
Putin seeking to expand hits country’s 
ifitim iarimaal presence, China entering 
into the World Trade Organization 
arid North Korea’s intensified nuclear 
program, along with die continuing 
issues of' IblS and illegal immigration 
from Mexico, both Donald Trump 
and Hillary Clinton liave their own 
responsesro global affairs. 

Li his April speech in Wasliington 
D.C., Trump says he wishes to "tease 
tensions and improve relations widi 
Russia, from a position of strength only.* 
Clinton has openly called President 
Putin a “IsiiDy^thai must be continually 
stood up to, and 3'Lis wanted to masses 
relations with Russia. 

Trump has persastendy opposed 
China’s trade and economic policies, 
and lias said lie would crack down on 
Chinese hackers and Label China a 
currency mampuhiut Clinton has aLso 
said that China and the United htates 
have had theii share of' disagreements. 
I lo w ever,she hassaid that site would also 
categorize the relationship as “positive, 
cooperative, and compreheiisive." 

'Trump has said he would crack down 
on North Korea's nucle.tr development 
program by pressuring China to help 
e as e tensions, but has also indicated 
tliat he would open up communications 
with North Korea's leader, Kim Jong 
LJn. Clinton has said she would increase 
the sanctions against North Korea, and 
plans to work closely widi Japan and 


South Korea to respond to the tltreat 
posed by die country. Many countries 
lm r e liad to go back to die drawing 
board with dieir counterterrorism 
protocols as a result. Trump recently 
said dial he will nor publicly explain his 
plans to ddeat ISIS, because it would 
“min the surprise." However, lie lias said 
previously dial lie wants to change die 
international rules governing how the 
military operates when deployed. 

In a speech delivered in November 
of 2015, Clinton said that die key to 
fighting ISIS would lie to keep it from 
gaining momentum. 

"We have to break die group’s 
momentum, and then its buck, 1 " said 
Clinton. “Our goal is not to deter or 
contain ISIS, but to defeat and destroy 

ISIS" 

Clinton has. also gone on record saying 
dm Sunni Muslims and the Kurdish 
military forces should have a greater role 
in responding to ISIS attacks. 

Both candidates also have distinct 
stances on illegal immigration. Trump 
lias said from die beginning of his 
campaign chat he plans to liave Mexico 
sponsor a wall across die U.S.s southern 
border. He also intends to increase die 
number of Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement officers h as well as increase 
die penalties for violations. 

Meanwhile, Clinton wislies to 
overhaul the immigration process to 
allow even currently illegal immigrants 
to gain citizenship, without having to 
send close to eleven million people back 
to Mexico.

Presidential nominees 

Republican Donald Trump 
and Democrat Hillary Clinton 
have made their stances dear 
regarding domestic policy. 

Immigration has been 
a recurring topic for both 
candidates’ parties. Trump 
has continued to push his 
aggressive stance on illegal 
immigrants, saying they should 
be deported. In contrast, 
Clinton has supported a “path 


to citizenship" for unauthorized 
aliens currently in the country. 
Republican voters are split 
down in the middle in regards 
to both ideas for immigration. 
Democrats are more one-sided 
towards Clinton’s “path to 
citizenship." 

In regard to gun control, most 
Republicans are in agreement 
in opposing new restriction 
on gun ownership. Democrats 
largely support tighter gun 
restrictions. Trump has 
repeatedly expressed his support 
for the complete protection of 
the 2nd Amendment, while 


Clinton has advocated more 
comprehensive gun legislation. 

One of the main points of 
contention between the two 
candidates is the issue of the 
economy.Trump has put forward 
his plan, which includes plans 
for substantial tax cuts as well as 
a promise to lower the national 
debt. Trump has said tliat he 
would like to “'renegotiate’' the 
debt in an attempt to bring 
it under control. Meanwhile, 
Clinton has come out in support 
of higher taxes on corporations 
and higher-income households. 
She also supports the creation 


of jobs in alternative energy 
industries. 

During the presidential 
debates, both candidates were 
repeatedly asked about their 
stances on healthcare. During 
the second debate, Clinton 
expressed her support of the 
controversial Affordable Care 
Act. 

“1 want very much to save 
what works and is good about 
the Affordable Care Act," said 
Clinton. “But we’ve got to get 
costs down." 

Meanwhile, Trump has a 
completely different viewpoint 


on the topic. 

“Obamacare is a disaster, 
said Trump. “You know it. We 
all know it. It’s going up at 
numbers that nobody’s ever seen 
worldwide. Nobody's ever seen 
numbers like this for health 
care." 

A high percentage of 
Republicans along with a 
small percentage of Democrats 
agree that a new healthcare act 
is necessary. Hie majority of 
Democrats are in support of a 
single-payer healthcare system.

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Title III grant continues to leave impact on UTM

Nearly two years after being 
awarded the LIS. Department 
of Education's Title III gram, 
UTM continues to implement 
change for faculty, staff, current 
and prospective students. 

The grant, called the 
Strengthening Institutions 
Initiative, was awarded ill April 
of 2014, and funding began in 
October of that year. It ivas the 
second of two Title III grants 
awarded to the university. The 
first was largely responsible 
for die creation of the Student 
Success Center. 

Dr. Bonnie Daniel, senior 
research associate in the Office 
of Research, Grants and 
Contracts, and Pattv Flowers, 
now Assessment Coordinator, 
outlined the university's 

strengths and weaknesses in 
a 50-page document called a 
cm nprehensive development 
plan. Tills included two broad 
goats selected to accomplish 
among a pre-determined set 
by the US D.O.E. These are 
enhancing post-secondary 
success and improving 

productivity. 

Widiin these two goals 

are five segments, including 
implementation of a new degree 
audit software, development 
of student leadership and peer 
academic coaching, a faculty 
mentoring program, the creation 
of a culture of evidence and 
enhancements made to tine vet 
tech program. 

Daniel and Flowers consulted 
with many individuals on 
campus over three to four 
months to decide on these goals. 

Funding is given over a five-year 
period arid Dr. Brian Donavant, 
interim executive director of the 
Office of Educational Outreach, 
is the project director. 

“It’s a very nimble grant," 
said Donavam. “It can be used 
for lots of different things. 
Tie actual initiative from the 


Department of Education is 
'Strengthening I limitations,’ 

and that's exactly what the grant 
does. It provides resources to 
institutions to address exactly 
where an institution is" 

Among grant implementations 
are renovations made to an old 
hog barn located near Graves 
Stables. Completed in fall of 
2015, a new classroom space 
for 40 students was created 
with touch screen monitors and 
provided four offices lor faculty. 
A space behind the classroom 
will also be reconstructed as a kb 
for the project’s third phase in 
the same building. Completion 
of die Lab is scheduled for the fall 
semester of 2017. 

"We wouldn't have the number 
of students we have now without 
the grant," said Dr. Jason 
Roberts, associate professor of 
Animal Science and overseer 
of this portion of tile grant. Tt 
would have greatly limited the 
number of students getting in 
the program, so very simply we 
couldn’t do what we’re doing 
without it.” 

Roberts said the program lias 
grown to 64 registered students. 

The Strengthening 

Institutions Initiative also 
established a culture of evidence 
for the university to address 
the Southern Association of 


Colleges and Schools’ concerns 
of institutional effectiveness that 
led to academic probation. These 
measures affirm die use of data 
to niton ei decisions made on 
campus. Tie grant additionally 
established the assessment 
coordinator position and 
funded the faculty workshops 
that revised student learning 
outcomes. External consultants 
were similarly funded. 

“Tie timing was just perfect 
in dial we got the funds to start 
tint just beifure SACS put us on 
probation for no [having a culture 
of evidence,” said Flowers. 

The grant additionally 
fashioned a faculty mentoring 
program for teachers that have 
been with the university for five 
years or less. Tie mentoring is 
designed to help new teachers 
juggle teaching, rese archin g and 
serving on a committee as well as 
guide them through the tenure 
and review process. 

Tie first groups met last year 
and consisted of five members 
apiece, in what is called a learning 
community. In meetings, the 
groups discuss feedback on 
effective teaching and different 
techniques. Currently; there are 
nine faculty members led by 
Dr. Roberto Mancusi, associate 
professor of Music and Dr. 
Kevin Hammond, professor of 


Management, Marketing and 
Information Systems. 

“UTM is a teaching institution, 
that's what we pride ourselves 
on. said Daniel, who oversees 
this portion of the gram. 

Peer Academic Coaches were 
also created to assist undeclared 
major students as part of FYI. 
Each student that remains 
undecided after their first 
semester of courses is assigned a 
P.A.C. as jieer support. PA.C.s 
are trained through the nationally 
recognked Student Leadership 
Challenge program. Dr. George 
Daniel, coordinator ior Student 
Affairs Program Evaluation, 
monitors this portion of the 
project and described it as a way 
to provide leadership skilLs. 

Tt gives students a big sister or 
brother who can relate to what 
they are going through, so that 
they can appreciate that iron] 
a student perspective,” said Dr. 
George Daniel. 

Yet to co3tie is the addition 
of a new degree audit program 
to replace CAFP called 
Degree Works. The Ellucian 
program has many features 
that enable students to more 
clearly understand their college 
course load and plan for the 
future. For example, a "what if” 
button allows students that are 
contemplating changing majors 


to see which of their previously 
taken eksses will account for the 
new path of study. Other features 
include a GPA calculator arid 
planner lor students to organize 
their future classes, which will 
also inform teachers about the 
demand for certain courses. 

Degree Works uses the catalog 
information from CAPP as 
its baekbone along with four- 
year course plans submitted by 
faculty. The software is currently 
being scribed by FTlncian 
representatives and will be 
implemented in the fall of 2017. 

Project advisor Martha 
Barnett, registrar in the Office 
of Academic Records, described 
the software as the icing, cherry 
and sprinkles on top. 

"To me, this is the best there is, 
so why wouldn’t we give UTM 
students the best that we can 
give them?"said Barnett. 

Dooavaot called die grant’s 
progress "phenomenal” 

"Tilings diat we could not 
have accomplished without tliis 
initial funding and diings that 
quite frankly we didn’t even 
envision at die time the funding 
was awarded, we’ve been able to 
accomplish," said Donavant. "By 
the time we get to year five, we’re 
really limited almost only by our 
imaginations by how far we can 
take this.” 


Tennessee debates medical marijuana

This year, six states including 
Tennessee will vote on 
whether to legalize marijuana 
for medical purposes. 

A proposal to legalize 
medicinal marijuana advanced 
in the Tennessee House of 
Representatives in March, 
and a companion bill was also 
scheduled for a hearing in the 
' fen n e s s e e Senate G ove rn merit 
Operations Committee. The 
House Health Subcommittee 
approved the measure on a 
voice vote, but the measure 
ultimately did not gain 
enough support. 

An earlier proposal to 
legalize marijuana for 
medicinal purposes made it 
through the Tennessee House 
committees in 2014, but did 
not fare well in the Senate. The 
latest bill was introduced by 


89th District Representative 
Jeanne Richardson, who 
believed very firmly at the 
lime that her bill was going to 
pass through the ranks. 

Councilman Russ Pulley, 
co-sponsor of the 2014 bill, 
requested that the bill be 
thoroughly discussed before 
being dismissed. 

“I think it’s completely 
unfair to shut off debate and 
kill this bill before we’ve ever 
had it before any committee 
or any conversation about 
it whatsoever,” said Pulley. 
“Let's at least move it through 
the process and see what we 
can come up with.” 

The decriminalization 
proposal, modeled after 
ordinances recently passed 
in Tampa and other 
municipalities in Florida, 
would allow people in 
Nashville caught possessing 
or casually exchanging half 


an ounce of marijuana or less 
to avoid a criminal record, 
according to the Tennessean. 

Currently, under Tennessee 
law, individuals convicted of 
possession of less than one 
ounce of marijuana face a 
misdemeanor charge that is 
punishable of up to one year 
in jail and a 52,500 fine. 

Te nnessee Can nabis 

Coalition founder Cecily 
fViday-Shamtm has collected 
information on the social 
impacts of the legalization 
of marijuana from Colorado, 
a state in which the drug is 
already legally distributed. 

“The data that’s coming 
out of Colorado is incredibly 
promising" said Friday- 
Shamim. “We’re seeing a 
reduction in vehicle fatalities, 
we’re seeing a reduction in 
violent crime, we’re seeing a 
lot of positive things coining 
out of legal states."

PRISM remains Martin’s own ghostbusters

When there’s something strange in the 
neighborhood, give PRIblM a call. 

Tire Paranormal Research Sc 
Investigation Society of Martin has 
been investigating things that go bump 
in the night since 200b, when it was 
first founded by Casey McCasland and 
Kristin Moore. 

Since then, tire organization has grown 
from a student group at UTM to become 
members of the Ghost Adventurers 
Crew, Paranormal Clergy and the Martin 
Business Association, 

Known as the UTM Paranormal 
Society at its inception, die group also 
gained the support of Parapsychology 
experts Dr. Cliarles Tan and Di. Linda 
Salvin while seeking club status with the 
university. 

Tart has been involved in the fields 
of hypnosis, psychology, transpersonal 
psychology, parapsychology, 

consciousness and mindfulness since 
1963 and is considered a founder of 
transpersonal psychology. His books. 
Altered States of Consciousness 
and Transpersonal Psychologies are 
considered components of modern 
psychology. After trying unsuccessfully 
to begin a paranormal investigation 
club of his own ii l college, he agreed to 
sponsor PRISM. 

Salvin is located in Los Angeles, 
California. She claims to have psychic 



abilities after surviving multiple near- 
death experiences, and does psychic 
readings in private practice, on television 
and on her radio show. 

Both sent letters of recommendation 
for the organization, and do occasional 
webinars for the group. 

On campus, the dub is sponsored 
by Tommy McGlown, coordinator 
of Conditional Admissions Program 
Mandatory Placement Success and 
Mandator^ Placement Success counselor. 

“I am glad to help them by being their 
advisor,'’ said McGlown. 

As time passed, PRISM gained 
popularity and transitioned from a 
recreational to a community service 
program. 

McCasland described the group's 
goal as "to understand the experiences 
that people have,” through research and 


collecting evidence and data. 

“It never gets old,” said McCasland. 
“You're always surprised, always learning 
something new." 

Their services are offered for free 
to anyone within a 60-mile radius of 
Martin. With the use of the latest 
technology, they assist and investigate 
claims of paranormal phenomeita such 
as UFOs and liaumings. 

Interested parties can send PRISM 
a message through their website, 
prisniparanormal.net, or call their hotline 
at (731) 313-7699. After these are 
reviewed by McCasland, the information 
is passed along to case manager Melissa 
Branson, who conducts a phone interview 
with the cheat 

“I let them talk and tell me what's 
going on,"said Branson, a recent member 
who Haim s to have bad the ability to see 
spirits since she was 12 years old. 

Branson conducts a thorough interview, 
asking personal questions, including use 
of prescription medications, and if the 
case still seems legitimate, a site interview 
is conducted for security purposes. 

A Fter this step, a team ofno more than six 
people investigate the site, and depending 
on what is found, recommendations are 
made. These can include cleansing and 
blessing the location through what is a 
called a smudging ceremony or blessings 
from clergy. 

Investigators are trained by PRISM 
through an online course or in person. 
Participants are given a training manual 


and are taught about paranormal 
investigation, par apsycholcgy, 

paranormal research and demcmology- 
They are also instructed on conducting 
interviews and how to work with clients, 
research, and operate equipment. 

As the final s tep in the training process, 
trainees must be able to apply what they 
have learned in a supervised field exercise. 
If this goes well, they become eligible to 
work on eases by voluntary basis as cases 
present themselves. 

Participation in the organization 
is open to community members and 
students alike. 

Tve really enjoyed it,” said Kayhe 
Millspaugh, president of the campus 
group and freshman veterinary science 
major. “[I like] being around people 
that understand situations like this and 
learning about what could be when 
everyone passes. It’s a new experience.” 

McCasland explained that the 
philosophy behind why they club does 
what it does aligns with what was said 
by X Files television show character Fox 
Mulder: “I want to believe that the dead 
are not lost to us. That they speak to us 
as part of something greater than us - 
greater than any alien force. And if you 
and I are powerless, I want to believe that 
if we listen to what's speaking, it can give 
us die power to saw ourselves.”

Tie early 1970s saw the 
release of what is possibly the 
most well-known horror movie 
out there) The Exorcist (1973). 
Then ihere’s The Texas Chainsaio 
Massacre (1974), the movie til at 
made people think twice before 
stopping in a strange town to 
ask for directions. The bluntly 
named Haflovseen (197 §") 
then introduced audiences to 
Michael Myers. After that 
came two classics io one year: 
Friday the 13th {1980) and The 
Shining (1980). Two years later 
came Poltergeist (1982) and The 
Thing (1982). Rounding Out 
this era of horror flicks was A 
Nightmare on Elm Street (1984). 


Tie horror genre got off" to a 
quick start in the 1990s when 
Anthony Hopkins stunned 
audiences with his performance 
as psychologist-turned- 

cannibal Hannibal Lecter in 
The Silence of the Lambs (1991). 
In a new genre of horror movies 
came the ambitious fotmd- 
footage film The Blair Witch 
Project (1999), which told the 
story of three teenagers missing 
in the woods. Tie iconic movie 
The Ring (2002) dared to scare 
audiences with a tormented 
little girl. Scrzc (2004) scared 
audiences with equaJ parts 
gore and horror, spawning a 
greatly successful film franchise. 
Tien came Paranormal Activity 
(2007), which many consider 
a spiritual successor to Blair 
Witch Project. 

Tien we get the more recent 
movies that future generations 
may one day consider classics, 
such as Insidious (2010) and 
The Conjuring (2013). For a 
good scare from an underrated 
Netflix movie, check out The 
Bahadook (2014). 

Tiere are plenty of upcoming 
films for audiences to get their 
scare fix. Coming to theaters 
October 14 is Jack Goes Home, 
about a man who travels home 
after his father is killed and 
discovers secrets of Ills families 
past. Additionally* coming 
October 21 is Ouija: Origin of 
Evil) a prequel to Ouifa (2014) 
which depicts a widow and 
her two daughters who run a 
seance scam business together, 
but accidentally invite a true 
paranormal presence into their 
home.

The UTM football team will 
look to put their cough 31-6 
loss Saturday co Georgia Slate 
behind them as they get ready 
for a cough, four-game stretch 
io finish out their 3036 season. 

The Skyhaw ks [4-4,3-1 OVC) 
showed some promise last week 
at FBS foe Georgia State, 
holding the Panthers to a 10-3 
lead at halftime. However, two 
defensive touchdowns late in 
the chird quarter and die UTM's 
inability to make big plays down 
tlie stretch ultimately prevented 
them from picking tip what 
would have been their second 
win over an FB5 opponent in 
program history. 

“Its disappointing anytime 
you lose," said LTTM head coach 
Jason Simpson. “I thought otir 
defense gait us a chance, it was 
10-3 at halftime...just couldn’t 
get anything going offensively. 
We gave op a fumble recovery 
for a touchdown and pick-sit on 


the next play and then it’s 24-3. 
It took a lot of the wind out of 
our sails.” 

Despite their record, the 
Skyhawks still have an 
opportunity to clinch another 
Ohio Valley Conference 
championship, something 

they haven’t done since 2006. 
However, tine Skyhawks need 
to play perfect throughout the 
remaining lour games oi their 
schedule, star Li ng this Saturday 
when they face the Eastern 
Kentucky Colonels. 

Tlie Colonels (2-5,1-3 OVC) 
will be led onto die field by first 
year head coach j\ lark Elde r, who 
last season served as the tight- 
ends coach at the University 
of Tennessee. Despite their 
record, the Colonels fiad several 
opportunities to win some close 
games this season that they 
ultimately loss. Last week, the 
Colonels held defending OVC 
champion Jacksonville Stale to 
aero offensive touchdowns, but 
sti ll loss 24-7 thanks to three 
JSU defensive touchdowns. 


Saturday’s matchup will 
pit two of the best defensive 
teams in die OVC against each 
odier. "Tlie Skyhawks so far this 
season are allowing 28.1 points 
per game, which ranks fourth 
in OVC, and 33U.2 yards per 
game, which ranks second in 
the OVC. "Die Colonels on the 


other hand are allowing 29,7 
points per game and 396.6 yards 
per game.
